TO A GENERAL. 


VISIBLE FROM FIVE 
COUNTIES.

In the presence of a large crowd drawn from 
several Midland counties, Lientenant-General 
Sir W. R. Marshall, Colonel of the Sherwood 
Foresters (Notts and Derby Regiment). un- 
veiled a bronze tablet on the great tower of 
Crich Hill, in the Lower Peak of Derbyshire, 
to the memory of the late General Sir Horace 
Smith-Dorrien, who for twenty-five years was 
colonel of the regiment. 

Largely through the initiative of the Old 
Comrades’ Association the great tower was 
erected at the top of Crich Hill, and when 
the beacon is lighted at night it can be seen 
from five counties.

From Our Crvema CORRESPONDENT, | 
r is confidently - reported in the United 


States that Miss Edna Ferber, one of the

Agents already receive their commission, so 
the publishers believe that they, too, should 
have a share in what looks like another ‘‘ gold 
rush.” Irish authors have not so far made 
any fortunes from either Hollywood or Elstree, 
but they live in hope. 

A few years ago Colleen Moore was one 
of the best box-office names on the silent 
screen, but she was one of the first victims 
of the introduction of the “ talkies,’ and 
her name faded almost from memory. It is 
now announced that she is to return in an 
M.G.M. film with John Gilbert. So changed 
is the new Colleen Moore for the “ talkies ”’ 
that the most ardent partisans may fail to 
identify her when she comes back; she 1s 
reported to have changed her whole appear- 
ance and manner, and her voice has been so 
altered that her intimate friends have failed 
to recognise it.

A Free State Civil List. 


The occurrence of the late Katharine 
Tynan’s name in the Civil List, issued the 
other day in . ondon, suggests to me that 
there ought to be some similar provision 
in the Irish Free State for artists, 
scientists, and other workers whose 
achievements are definitely beneficial in 
some way to the community. At present 
such workers, although their work may 
have brought considerable pleasure, profit 
and pres'.gze to the State and the com- 
munity, have no provision made for them 
in the Free State: The result is that 
artists and scientists may suffer how they 
will without any State assistance being 
rendered in their need. 

While there has been some discussion 
about the need for decorations, I have 
heard nothing about the far greater need 
of provision for aged and needy workers, 
such as those who figure in the British 
Civil List. Indeed, nobody seems either 
to know or care how the families and de- 
pendents of such workers fare when death 
has taken the breadwinner. 


“* Hibing” in Comfort. 


I wonder if the new hostels for 
‘‘ hikers ” in these islands can compare 
with those across the Atlantic. The 
United States national parks have become 
so popular as camping places that many 
country hotel proprietors have been stimu- 
lated to provide ‘‘ simple-life accommoda- 
tion,” and find themselves well repaid 
thereby. The accommodation takes. the 
form of garden houses or huts, with, per- 
haps, a couple of rooms, placed in 
picturesque parts of the grounds, where 
one can lead a semi-barbarian kind of 
existence. The garden houses contain 
‘‘cots and pads,’ and other necessary 
furniture, as well as electric light and the 
inevitable icebox. Blankets, linen, cook- 
ing utensils and stoves can be hired from 
the hotel, but guests are expected to bring 
their own bathing suit and “‘ hiking ”’ out- 
fit. Those who do not like the trouble 
of frying their own bacon can take their 
meals in the hotel. 

The management do all that they can to 
take the Spartan sting out of the simple 
life and make it as comfortable as possible. 
There is usually a grocery store in the 
grounds for the enthusiasts. who go the 
whole hog and board themselves; a 
souvenir and newspaper stall, an amuse- 
ment pavilion and dance hall, while a 
powerful radio set and a long-distance 
telephone enabie the harassed business 
man to keep in touch with Wall street’s 
doings. 


A Strange Race. 


A sporting friend tells me a little-known 
story, which deserves a wider circulation 
than it has hitherto achieved. While the 
famous Daniel O'Connell was never 
prominently identified with Irish racing, 
yet on one occasion he is reported to have 
drawn up the articles of a plate to be 
run at Tralee early in the last century. 
The conditions were as follows :— 

£60, given by the gentleman of the pro- 
fession of the law of the County of 
Kerry—for all horses, etc., carrying 9st. 

Four-mile heats. 

Horses starting for the plate must be 
bona fide the property of a gentleman 
who shal] have, prior to the first day of 
the meeting, actually expended in fair 
adverse litigation the sum of £200. 

Horses, etc., of all persons who have so 
expended £1,000 allowed 3lb, : 

All horses, etc., to be qualified upon 
the honour of an attorney, if required by 
the stewards. 

Three horses started, and the plate was 
won by a gentleman who qualified for the 
allowance of 3lb., as he had expended con- 
siderably more than £1,000 in litigation. 


“ Be Brief.” 


The coinage of new words goes merrily 
on. T notice. The “American Bookman ”’ 
calls the person who believes that nothing 
good can come out of Hollywood a “‘ movie- 
phobe’’; the Weather Bureau for some 
time has been using “ smoe ” to define a 
combination of smoke and fog, and Texas 
educators refer to teachers’ homes in the 
vicinity of the schoole as ‘‘ teacherares.”’ 
It is estimated that the war years added 
10,000 words to the Enelish language: 
vet the old tree continues to send ort new 
shoots, with the result that Mr. Bernard 
Shaw and other men of letters now go so 
far as to want’ the obsolete words 
expurgated to keep our dictionaries from 
becoming too voluminous. In words, 
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From Thursday to Saturday the melodious 
and satirical German film, “The Love 
Waltz,” will be shown. With its Ruritanian 
atmosphere, dreamy Vienese waltzes, light- 
hearted acting, and delicate satire on court 
pomp and ceremonial, “‘ ‘lhe Love Waltz”’ 
is a good film for the warm weather. 

At the Metropole this week “‘ Pad Sister ”’ 
is a film version of another Booth Tarkington 
novel. It is the story of Laura and Marianne 
Madison, who lived with their parents in an 
Ohio town, and of the complications of their 
love affairs. The ayparently heartless 
Marianne, after having deserted the man to 
whom she was betrothed, and forged her 
father’s name to a letter, finds that the man 
for whom she was prepared to sacrifice her- 
self and het famfly deserts her after collect- 
ing £10,000 on the forged letter, Whe her 
father is in danger, however, she 
acknowledyes the forgery, and he promises 
to make good the loss if they do not 
prosecute Marianne. It is the usual Parking. 
ton mixture, well directed by Carl Laemmie, 
junior, and with a fine cast. 
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brevity with incisiveness is the fashion 
to-day. How much more effective, for 
instance, is ‘‘ make it snappy ” than: “ In 
promulgating your esoteric cogitations or 
in articulating superficial sentimentalities 
and philosophical observations, beware of 
platitudinous ponderosity,’’ or, “ Let your 
conversations possess clarified conciseness, 
compacted comprehensiveness, coalescent 
consistency and concatenated cogency.’’ 


Ghe Fairy Pattle. 


In the County of Leitrim there are two 
hills, Sigh-mor and Sigh-beg, and each of 
them has on its summit a rath that is 
occupied by the Good People. These fairy 
colonies have been a theme of song and 
story for many years; for tradition says 
that there was a great battle between two 
parties in the valley near at hand. People 
have said that the rath on Sigh-beg was 
built over the remains of Fionn Mac- 
Cumhail himself. 

Acting on this belief, a former owner 
of the property built a huge monument of 
stones and of mortar, made in the shape 
of a man, and placed it on the summit of 
the hill. For some years the figure 
remained and could be seen for miles, but 
it was destroyed in a very violent storm. 
Years afterwards it was repaired by 
another owner of the land, but again it 
fell. The country people say that it is 
useless to attempt to build it any more, 
and that the Good People only left it 
standing for so long in the first place be- 
— of their respect for the lord of the 
soil. 

It is said that after the fairy battle the 
warfare was kept up for many years by 
the two queens of the palaces on Sigh-mor 
and on Sigh-beg.

The late Lord Tankerville entered the 
Navy at the age of thirteen, when midship- 
men used to knock their ship’s biscuit on 
the table in order to dislodge the weevils.

CORK CORPORATION'S PROPOSED 
LOAN. 


St. Swithin’s Day : 
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Conveyance to Schools, 


From Over SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Sunday. 
F there is any bad weather going, Cork 
usually gets its share, and on Thurs- 
day we read with astonishment of torrential 
rain and floods in Dublin. In the South, 
St. Swithin’s Day was one of the hottest 
that we have had this year, and the Cork 
City regatta was held in brilliant sun- 
shine. Anyone, however, who believed in 
that promise of forty days’ fine weather 
must have been sadly disappointed ; for 't 
took the Clerk of the Weather only two 

days to go back on his word. 


THE SLUM PROBLEM. 


Cork, like Dublin, has its slum problem ; 
but, on the whole, it is not nearly so 
acute. In Dublin, even the principal 
streets have a hinterland of tenements, but 
the centre of Cork is virtually free from 
them, and the slums are confined to 
certain well-defined districts. The largest 
of these is in the Blackpool area, and the 
hilly district round Shandon, where the 
conditions are certainly bad enough. For 
the most part the inhabitants live in one- 
storey cottages which are in the last stages, 
of decay, and the whole area, besides being 
terribly congested, is a centre for 
slaughter-houses, piggeries and cattle 
sheds. The general conditions are most 
insanitary and cannot fail to have their 
effect on the health and physique of the 
people. 

The clearing of this area ought not to 
offer any great difficulty, if the necessary 
funds become available. Adjoining it is a 
large amount of virgin land, and last year 
a scheme was drawn up to make use of it. 
It was proposed to build a certain number 
of new houses there and to transfer to 
them half the number of the existing 
tenement-dwellers. Then their old houses 
could be demolished and new ones built in 
their place, into which the other half could 
be transferred. In all, 554 houses were to 
be demolished and replaced, and the whole 


£240,000. Yet nothing, presumably, can 
be done until the city authorities raise the 
money, 


CORK’S PROFOSED LOAN. 


The Corporation, in fact, do contemplate 
the raising of a loan of about £250,000, 
but not much of this will be available for 
slum clearance. It is intended to spend 
the greater part on the rebuilding of the 
City Hall, to which I referred last week. 
Compensation for the old building (which 
was spent on a housing scheme) amounted 
to about £60,000, but the new structure 
will cost £160,000. The reasons given for 
this increase in price are the greater cost 
of building, and the fact that the new 
City Hall is to be much larger than the 
old. It was intended to construct the 
municipal offices. first, and to .leave the 
rest of the building till later, but now :t 
has been decided to undertake the whole 
work en bloc. The buildings will occupy 
the same site as before, but their lay-out 
will differ somewhat from that of their 
predecessors. 

At the same time, it is intended to 
build a new School of Commerce, which 
will cost about £80,000. The site for this 
is on Morrison’s Island, and has been 
presented to the Corporation by a promi- 
nent Cork citizen.

Flax at Pre-War Leah 
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From OUR Own CORRESPONDENY. 
BELFAST, Saturday. 
LTHOUGH the Belfast linen trade still 
A Is passing through a difficult period it 
is the general belief that the bottom 
has been reached, and that the trend of busi- 
ness now will be upwards, Flax, with the 
exception of the finer Courtrai varieties, now 
is at pre-war figures, and in some particular 
qualities even below the pre-war price, A 
good Irish flax crop is anticipated this year 
with larger yields per acre to compensate 
farmers for the drop in the prices which they 
may obtain, With a free and reasonably-priced 
supply of raw material, the linen industry is 
favourably situated to take advantage of an 
improvement m trade. A settlement of the 
European difficulties and a general renewal of 
confidence throughout the world would lead 
it is believed, to a rapid improvement in trade 
conditions. For one thing, there would pro- 
hably, be a recovery in the American market 
which takes almost three-quarters of the 
Irish linen output in normal times. At 
present the people in the Uhited 
States, like those in other countries, are 
struggling against adverse conditions, and 
are refraining from buying anything except 
what is absolutely necessary. Fine linen is 
classed on the luxury list, and, consequently 
the demand is not so great as it was over a 
year ago. 
COMPETITION. 

Recent developments prove that the Irish 
linen industry is capable of meeting all com- 
petition in the finer quality of goods and 
sound linen damasks. For a time Con- 
tinental manufacturers were ‘able to com pete 
on more favourable terms in the coarse quality 
goods, but in this department the Northern 
manufacturers are again coming into their 
own, They now are turning out coarse goods 
in large quantities at prices with which the 
foreign manufacturers cannot compete. Linen 
paddings, canvas, ducks, cheap _ suit- 
| and table cloths have been 
in the hands of Belgian and Czecho- 
Slovakian manufacturers, but the Bel. 
fast firms are cutting into this business. and 
producing goods at the same prices, or very 
near the same prices. These goods are better 
finished than the foreign goods. If the 
Northern firms can retain their fine goods. 
and, at the same time, get a good share of 
the coarse goods business they can face the 
future with a great deal more confidence. 

ENCOURAGING FIGURES. 

The Board of Trade export figures for June 
also give encouragement. While cotton and 
woollen goods exported have declined from 
sixteen to nineteen per cent. compared with 
the figures for June last year, owing to the 
general world-trade depression the linen ex- 
ports ave down only 1} per cent. The ship- 
ment of pin piece goods -to the United 
“tates was higher than a year ago by over 
thirteen per cent.

New Zealand and a drop of fifty per cent. in 
the case of South Africa. South American 
countries show better promise, and there 
was a notable increase in the 
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purchased last month by Cuba.

The attention of the world, which has 
been focussed on Paris in the past few 
days, will be transferred to London to 
day, when in the evening the delegates 
to the Seven-Power Conference will 
assemble probabty in-thée Prime Minister's 
room at the House of Commons. 

This gathering has been fairly described 
as the most momentous of all the post-war 
conferences in London, and given success 
its reactions will be world-wide for genera- 
tions to come. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald as senio~ states- 
man of the inviting country will receive 
the Ministers of France, Gerniany, the 
United States, Italy, Japan and Belgium. 
He will be the chairman of the confer- 
ence. 

Official quarters in London were very 
reticent of comment as to the likely scope 
of the agenda in view of to-day’s meeting 
of. the Cabinet, which will devote its 
special mecting to that problem. 

The Paris message that Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, the Foreign Secretary, agreed 
with the view that the conference should 
be confined to financial and economic 
matters arising out of the crisis, and that 
subjects such as disarmament and the re- 
vision of the Young Plan should be ruled 
out, tallied with opinion expre sed in 
authoritative quarters in London two days 
aco. 

Mr. Macdonald returned from Chequers 
at an earlier hour than usual yesterday, 
and awaited the late arrival from. Paris of 
Mr. Henderson, with whom he had a long 
talk as to what has happened in Paris.

Tt is probable that to-day’s conference 
will spend its opening session arranging 
the course of the vastly important dis- 
cussions that will follow.

“In his view it was most opportune 
that the visit to Paris of Mr. Stimson 
coincided with his own visit to represent 
the British Government at the Colonial 
i xhibition. It permitted of. their being 
Present together at a number of conversa- 
tions with French Ministers, which took 
the form of a friendly exchange of view, 
and were of mutual assistance in the con- 


sideration of the serious financial situation 
in Germany. 

“Mr. Henderson derived very great 
satisfaction from the visit to Paris. of 
Dr. Briining and Dr. Curtius, as the 
importance to Europe, and even to the 
world, of a Franco-German understanding 
cannot, in his opinion, be exaggerated.

He gave an outline of the negotiations 
which ded to the journey to Paris, and 
underlined the fact that the idea of the 
meeting in Paris of the French Ministers 
had fallen’on favourable ground and was 
bearing fruit. The talks cf yesterday and 
to-day, said Dr. Curtius, contained two 
series of questions—on the one hand, the 
measures. to remedy the crisis, and, on 
the other hand, the means of placing 
Franco-German co-operation on a new 
basis. It had not been possible this morning 
to fix up the detaile of the measures 
which will be envisaged at the London 
Conference, and these questions were 
only discussed in a general manner. . 

‘What seems important to me,” said 
Dr. Curtius, “is the conviction which has 
been expressed. to-day on all sides that 
Franco-German collaboration is of the 
most decisive importance not only for 
Franco-German relations; but over and 
beyond these, for Europe and the whole 
world. 2 :

PRIX. 


AGAIN WON BY 


CARRACIOLA.

NURNBERG RING, GERMANY, 
Sunday. 

Over 100,000spectators stood in the 
drenching rain to witriess their crack 
driver, Rudolph Carraciola, stave ofi the 
challenges of the most famous motor 
drivers in Europe, and so keep this 
famous trophy in Germany. The Nurn- 
berg Ring over which they raced is one of 
the most famous, yet most dangerous 
tracks in Europe, and with the rain 
making the surface exceedingly slippery, 
the spectators were entertained to the 
most spectacular feats of driving which 
stirred them to the greatest frenzy and 
more than compensated them for the 
soaking which they received. 

Carraciola drove his famous Mercedes- 
Bentz, which amazed the racing public of 
Great Britain by its speed and the magni- 
ficent way in which it was handled when 
he drove it to victory in the Ulster Grand 
Prix. 

Right from the start the roaring Mer- 
cedes led its competitors a merry dance, 
and Carraciola, driving his machine at 
its highest speed, set a murderous pace, 
which gave him a spectacular victory. He 
completed the. course of twenty-two 
circuits, making 501 kilos in 4 hours 
38 minutes and 10 seconds, at an average 
speed of 108.3 kilos per hour. 

The Frenchman. Chiron, driving a 
Bugatti, was second in 4h. 9m. 28s. Varzi, 
also driving a Bugatti, was third in 
4h. 42m. 10s., and Nuvolari (Alfa-Romeo) 
was. fourth in 4h. 43m. &s.

Chiron, 
driving magnificently, vainly endeavoured 
to catch the German “ ace,” who was less 
than two minutes in front, but, despite 
all his efforts, the German hung on to 
his lead to the finish.

This was won by 
an Englishman, Dudlev Frov, in a Riley, 
vhile Englishmen filled’ the third and 
fifth places.

A MOMENTOUS 
MEETING. 


The Times to-day, in. a leading article, 

entitled ‘‘A Momentous Meeting,” says :— 
France accepted yesterday the. invitation of 
the British Government to attend the 
momentous conference of seven Powers which 
has been summoned for this afternoon, but 
the precise purpose of which has not been 
officially defined by the convening Govern- 
ment. The principal countries concerned in 
reparations will all be represented by their 
Prime or Foreign Ministers, except, indeed, 
Japan, which has naturally appointed an Am- 
bassador as delegate, and there can be little 
quéstion that the gathering, hurriedly as it has 
been brought together, will be the most im- 
portant of its kind that has been assembled 
since the war. It meets at a. moment when 
the financial stability of more than one coun- 
trv. in. Central Europe is seriously shaken, 
and when the financial and social conditions 
of Germany are dangerously critical. 
' The first and most urgent question to be 
settled is, proceeds The Times, how to avert 
& financial catastrophe, in which almost every 
country would be involved in a smaller or 
greater degree; but it would be almost futile 
to attempt to solve the problem by a mere 
alleviation, leaving the underlying causes un- 
touched, and, therefore, affording no guarantee 
against an early or, indeed, a } eriodical re- 
currence of the same difficulties. 


A LASTING CURE NEEDED. 


“It is not often or easily that so representa- 
tive a vody of statesmen is gathered together 
in one place as in London this afternoon ; for 
ai Geneva the Americans are conspicuous 
absentees. It is, indeed, hard to believe 
imal in the course oí their discussions they 
will not look beyond a plan of financial 
accommodation such as the Conference of 
Experts might have. had no difficulty in pro- 
ducing. The truth is, that decisions. based 
on convenience of a temporary alleviation 
eannot bring any lasting cure to the ills 
from which Europe is suffering. The masses 
in the European countries are not thinking 
in terms of finance. As Mr. Robert. Brand 
has recently observed, finance has gone a 
1ong way ahead of politics in its interna- 
tionalism, and the lack of confidence betwee 
nation and nation, which is the condition 
hampering financial action to-day. springs 
froin: profound social and political forces. — 

Some day, and the sooner the better, these 
larger issues must be faced, and until some 
readjustments have been made it is impossible 
to expect the stability which is n issary 
for the permanent re-establishment of 
financial confidence. But what the assembled 
delegates will first have to decide. before 
anything else can be done. is, clearly, what 
immediate measures can be taken to tide 
Germany over the ~>xt. few weeks of diffi- 
culty. 


AN ENCOURAGING SIGN. 


In that sense the limitation of the scope 
of the London Conference is no more than 
common sense, and it is an encouraging sign 
that the reports from Paris last night indi- 
cated a more cordial relationship between 
France and Germany than has been recorded 
for some time past. If those two countries 
really agree together about the best methods 
of immediate alleviation, it is not likely that 
others will find fault with them or put 
obstacles in the way of their being applied 
without delay. 


ROAD COLLISION 
NEAR DUBLIN. 


NINE PERSONS INJURED. 


A serious collision, which resulted in 
several people being injured, occurred be- 
tween a ‘bus and a Ford commercial 
motor van near Swords, County Dublin, 
last night. 

A party of nine, which included men, 
women and children, started out from 
Dublin for a drive, on the invitation of 
Mr. Eli Bunkin, of Birr, County Offaly, 
who owned the Ford van and was 
on a visit to Dublin. Reaching a by- 
road leading to Donabate they met a ‘bus 
belonging to the General Omnibus Com- 
pany, which was going to Donabate from 
the city, and the two vehicles collided. 

The van was badly damaged, and ail of 
its occupants had to be taken to the Mater 
Misericordize Hospital in private cars.

“ While in India I have served under 
Governments of two parties,’’ he declared, 
“and, whatever I may think of the 
domestic programme of His Majesty's 
present Government I am bound to say 
that, through our recent difficult times in 
India, no body of-men could have sup- 
ported more loyally those who had to face 
great difficulties on the spot and whose 
duty it was to maintain the admuinistra- 
tion. 


“FACTS WILL DECIDE.” 


“It is natural enough that, when 
troubles come, the man at the head of the 
administration should reap his share of 
criticism, but, while I would be the last 
person to claim that we had made no mis- 
takes in the last five years, 1 do not 
believe that, if those who now occupy the 
principal armchairs of the critics had been 
responsible, with all the facts before them, 
they. would have pursued any very 
different policy from that followed by 
myself and those with whom I had the 
privilege of working. And, with every 
desire to give full weight to views different 
from my own, I am none the less bound 
to say that a good deal of the criticism 
has emanated from quarters whose com- 


mendation would be more embarrassing to | 


me than censure, and is based upon very 
scanty knowledge of the facts. But it is 
the facts, and not the criticism, which 
will ultimately decide. '' 


Lorp IRwIN. 


A wise fellow-passenger of his the other 
day coming home from India, said to him: 
“ What else but all. this national move- 
ment could you expect from your western 
education. I was sent thirty years ago to 
lecture to Bengali students at Calcutta 
University from the chosen text book of 
Mill on ‘ Liberty.’ ”’ 

To him (Lord Irwin) the big problem 
had constantly been that of how, through 
any future that could be foreseen, the re- 
tention of a contented India within the 
British Commonwealth cofild best be en- 
sured and it fell to him, on behalf of His 
Majesty's Government, to make the 
declaration that he made in 1929, which, 
without prejudging any of the factors by 
which the problem was conditioned, placed 
it beyond doubt that, in the judgment of 
that Government, it was implicit, in the 
declaration of 1917, that the natural issue 
of India’s constitutional progress, as then 
contemplated, was the attainment ol 
Dominion status. 


CHURCHILL’S CRITICISM. 


It was surely strange that the most 
vigorous critic of the practical efforts now 
being made to translate into reality the 
British purpose. proclaimed in 1917. 
should be Mr. Churchill, himself one of 
the most, powerful members of the Govern- 
ment by which that declaration was 
authorised. It was not less strange to 
find him to-day standing so firmly against 
the idea of Dominion status, expressed in 
his (Lord Irwin’s) statement of two years 
ago. Many other public men had spoken 
in. similar sense; but Mr. Churchill, tep 
years ago, was moved to enthusiasm about 
the. attainment. by India of Dominion 
status. 

Emerging from the history of the last 
century. of our relations with India was 
the fact that modern India, politically, 
administratively, intellectually, was 
lfrgely the product of the British con- 
nection, and that no greater disservice 
eould be done to India than for that 
eonneéction to be rudely or suddenly dis- 
solved, and also the fact that the political 
thought of India was firmly, but quite 
naturally. determined to see India become 
responsible for the management of her own 
affairs—an aim which spokesmen of all 
British parties had solemnly and _ re- 
peatedly proclaimed to be also the ulti- 
mate purpose of Great Britain. 

It ‘was also clear that any proposals 
designed to reconcile these facts must have 
regard to the position of minority interests 
in India. 

Lord Irwin referred to the forthcoming 
Round. Table Conference, and said :— 

“H Great Britain can realise-that the 
India with which she deals to-day is not 
the India of yesterday any more than it 
will be the India of to-morrow, and if 
those who speak for India, be they British. 
Indian or representative of the Indian 
States, will realise, as Mr. Gandhi was 
willing to do in the agreement he made 
with me, that safeguards, or adjustments 
for particular purposes or periods, are 
essential if India is to progress and 
prosper, I do not believe that wise men 
should find it beyond their power to reach 
agreement. | 

‘* But I would earnestly appeal both to 
Great Britain and India not to meet each 
other as those who are engaged in a grim 
struggle to retain, or acquire, power, in 
which the success of one implies the failure 


of the other. The interests of both parties 
are far too closely engaged for such an 
analogy to be of the smallest value, except 
to the extremists in both camps, who, 
thinking in terms of war, are not likely 
to prove the best pioneers of peace. 

“Let us both approach it rather in the 
posture of confederates in a great and 
noble undertaking, concerned only to work 
together in the building of a house where 
East and West may meet, and which shal] 
withstand all the winds and storms that 
from any quarter may beat it.”

M me of the Poyal Ar“heological 


Institute of Great Britain and 
Ireland att<.*-d Morning Service in 
Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, 
when the Archbishop of Dublin preached 
from the text: “ Freely ye have received, 
freely give ” (Matt. x, 8). 
Visitors to Ireland who come to study its 
antiquities, cannot fail to recognise that this 
is a land of very ancient memories, he said. 
Not only has it pre-Christian remains of a 
striking character, but it possesses a Christian 
history which is full of interest. And 1 do 
not think that any part of that long 
Christian history is of greater interest, or 
reflects more credit upon Celtic Christianity 
than that -vhich extends from the 
time of St. Patrick — who reached 
our shores in 432 A.D.—onward for some 
950 years. During those years British 
Christianity placed Irish Christianity under 
obligation, and Irish Christianity repaid its 
debt with prodigal liberality. 


TWO DOCUMENTS. 

Ireland's patron saint is St. Patrick, but 
we owe him ¢o the sister island. The Arch- 
bishop went on to refer to St. Patrick s 
mission, and to two documents written by 
him. his confession, and his letter to the 
British chieftain, Coroticus, which, in their 
unstudied simplicity, not only reflect a very 
ardent spirit, but present us with ccrtain 
elements of fifth-century Christianity in 
these islands, of which otherwise we should 
have virtually no knowledge. Rustic, and 
and unskilled, as he repeatedly tells us he 
was. and was by others held to be, he, 
nevertheless, had a definite theological basis 
to his teaching, as may be seen in the most 
interesting creed he professes; while his 
quotations of the Latin Bible show him to 
use a text only partially influenced by St. 
Jerome’s translation, ultimately known 4s 
the “ Vulgate.’’ i 

Of his use in celebrating the Holy Eucharist 
we have. as information, the earliest Irish 
Service Book we have—vr/z., the Little Stowe 
missal, which some of vou have seen at the 
Noval Irish Academy ; it dates from some 300 
vears later, and is Galasian in character; but, 
apart from extemporaneous elements, his use 
was probably closely allied to that of Gaul, 
where he received his education in things re- 
ligious and ecclesiastical. . 


SAINT COLUMBA. 

The Archbishop passed on to St. Columba, 
who. he said. illustrated the monastic char- 
acter which was very deeply imprinted on 
early Irish Christianity, and he also said that 
we were extremely fortunate in having Adam- 
nan’s Life of Columba, written within 
Columba’s monastery of Iona, within a hun- 
dred years of his death. They could see in 
the Royal Irish Academy the Book of Psalms, 
in Latin, which it was very reasonable to 
suppose was written by Columba’s own hand. 

Having spoken of Columba’s monastic | 
settlement on the island of Hy (Iona), the 
Archbishop said that the reason why he dwelt 
on that was that it was from Hy that 
Northern England was evangelised. Columba. 
in fact. was the link between England's gift 
of Patrick to Ireland. and Ireland’s repay- 
ment of that gift, two centuries later. in the 
person of St. Aidan. 

Other Celtic missionaries were mentioned. 
to show the extent of the Celtic influence, and 
the Archbishop concluded :—‘‘ We have oa

COPENHAGEN, July 18, 
In the final session of the International 
Dairy Congress the following resolutions were 
passed in the various sections :— 
‘* Having regard to the importance of the 


to the production and consistency. of winter 
butter, the Congress suggests that producers 
and distributors of oilcake endeavour to place 
upon the market an oilcake with a guaranteed 
minimum of § to 6 per cent. of fat, and, if 
oilcake is sold in mixtures, that the latter 
contain sunflower cake and rape cake in 
quantities at least as large as cocoanut and 
palmnut cake or soya grits. 

“ As the results .of the work of many 
prominent scientists regarding food has 
established the value of milk and its 
importance as a food necessary to the health 
and growth of children, it has béen decided 
that this Congress, held under the auspices of 
the International Dairy Federation, should 
suggest that every nation within the 
scientific and medical literature of itg own 
country should gather information regarding 
the minimum of milk necessary daily to en- 
sure the health and normal gtowth of 
children of all ages, and that in every 
country an organisation should be formed to 


promote increased consumption of milk and 
mwnilk products, and that the International 
Dairy Federation should, as soon as possible, 
convey this suggestion to all the members o! 
the Wederation. 

“This Congress .recommends that the 
further discussion on the question of fat 
standards for cheese, etc., should be referred 
to the new cheese committée formed under 
the International Dairy Federation. 

“ The Congress recommends that the Inter- 
national Dairy Federation should appoint a 
committee for the premotion of the inter- 
national co-operation of dairymen. 

“The Congress recommends that the Inter- 
national Dairy Federation should seek to 
establish stanaards in all countries regarding 
the minimum content of fat and dry matter 
in condensed milk. 


MARKING OF BUTTER. 


“The Congress recommends that the Inter- 
national Dairy Federation take up the 


question of uniformity in all countries regard- 
ing control of the milk yield of, cows, 

‘*The Congress recommends that the Inter- 
national Dairy Congress take up the question 
of the marketing of butter, and that the 
results of the Federation’s deliberations be 
sent to the national committees, and, if pos- 
sible, made the subject of co-opération: with 
the International Institute of Agriculture in 
Rome. 

‘*The Congress resolved that the movement

Mrs. Violet Baring, a niece of the Marquis 
of Zetland, and Mr. Fhilip Noble, a former 
High Sheriff of Northumberland and a 
director of Lloyds’ Bank, were killed when 
their aeroplane crashed in a field near 
Wokingham, Berkshire, on Saturday. 

Mrs. Baring was piloting the machine, 
which belonged to Mr. Noble. 

According to an eye-witness, the aero- 
plane’s engine was heard backfiring, and, 
apparently, an attempt was made at landing. 

he machine. fell with an impact that buried 
its nose in the ground, and beth Mrs. Baring 
and Mr. Noble were killed instantly. 

Mrs. Baring’s identity was shown by her 

ilot licetice, found in a pocket of her 
“ling costume. It gave an address in Earl's 
Court square, London. Papers on Mr. Noble 
gave an address at Jesmond road, Newcastle. 

Mr. Noble, who was over sixty, was an 
enthusiastic flyer, who kept. a ‘plane at 
lieston Aerodrome. Eighteen months ago 
he miraculously escaped with bruises when a 
‘plane he was flying was shattered in a crash 
at Heston.

A. G. Fulton. a former sergeant in the 
Oueen's: Westminster Rifles and twice gold 
medalist, on Saturdav made a world's record 
at Bisley by being the first iifleshot to win 
the King’s prize three times. One of the 
ninety-nine competitors who had to accept 
defeat was Miss M. E. Foster, last year's 
winner. 

“ Arthur,” as Fulton is known to all who 
frequent Bisley Common, is one of the most. 
modest. and popular marksmen who ever 
handled a rifle. 

‘Tt is a little unfair for me to win the 
prize three times,” he remarked. 

Sergeant Fulton is 43 yeafs of age, is 
married and has two children—a boy and a 
girl. He is virtually a teetotaller and a non- 
smoker, and confessed that the last time he 
had a drink was when he emerged successful 
in 1926. 

Sergeant Fulton had a grand aggregate of 
285—this was five points in advance of his 
two nearest rivals. Dr. F. H. Kelly. North 
London Rifle Club and C.H.M., H. V. 
Northcote (late of the 6th Manchesters), and 
won him the National Rifle Association gold 
medal- gold badge and King’s prize.of £250. 

Dr. Kelly’s awards were a badge and £50, 
Northcote received a badge and £25.

MADAME. MARKIEVICZ 
COMMEMORATION.

Speaking at the Madame Markievicz Com- 
memmorative Aeridheacht, ,held yesterday in 
St. Enda’s, Rathfarnham, under the: auspices 
of the Dublin South City Executive of Fianna 
Fail, Mr. E. de Valera, T.D., gave to os 
audience a picture of Madame Markieyicz as 
he had known her. He stated, in Irish, at 
the outset of his remarks that she had done 
her best to learn Irish, because she said that 
if Ireland were free it would not be the right, 
freedom unless the citizens were Irish also. 
‘I always think of madame as a social 
worker,” continued the speaker in Englash. 


Í She was a woman who loved Ireland as James 


Connolly loved it—for its people. When 
James Connolly fought for Irish freedom he 
wanted freedom that would be a real change 
for the people, a change of status for each 
individual citizen. He saw the people 
being evploited by the British in the 
past, and he did not want a ‘freedom 
which would’ mean the exploitation of 
the masses by a few when Irish freedom was 
won. He wanted genuine freedom for the 
people, and Madame Markievicz was a true 
disciple of his. She stepped down from the 
class to which she belonged and became one 
of the people without any of that con- 
descension which others sometimes showed 
when they came from another class into the 
life of the plain people. She sought ne 
privilege, but insisted on sharing the suffer- 
ings and privations as well as-the advantages 
which might come from the assertion of the 
rights of equality of all citizens. Just as 
Cathal Brugha often observed to him when 
he was speaking to the people, ‘ Don’t forget 
about drink,’ Madame Markievicz often 
whispered to him, ‘Don’t forget the demo- 
cratic programme.” That was the pro- 
gramme which was adopted by the Republican 
Dail in 1919 after the Declaration of 
Indenendence, . which showed that the 
freedom for which they were striving 
was the same as that for which James 
Connolly strove.”’ 

‘**Treland as distinct from her people is no- 
thing to me,’ wrote James Connolly, and the 
democratic programme laidat down that the 
people should share the natural resources of 
the country and should have equal rights of 
education and opportunity. It laid down 
that, while private property had its rights, 
it should not be abused and used to the 
detriment of the community as a whole. 
These were the principles which were laid 
down in the democratic programme with 
which Madame Markievicz was familiar. 

“To her,’’ concluded Mr. de Valera, 
‘‘ freedom won would have meant very little 
unless it had brought with it real freedom 
for. the individual.”

REAR-ADMIRAL EGERTON, 

fear-Admiral Wilfrid Allan Egerton, 
C.M.G., died at his residence at Heckfield, 
Hants., on Saturday, of septic poisoning, at 
the age of 50. The second son of the late 
Sir Reginald Arthur Egerton, C.B., formeriy 
Secretary to the General Post Office in Ire- 
land, and grandson of Major-General C. R. 
Egerton, he was born on May 17, 1881, and 
was educated at the Oratory School, 
Birmingham, As Midshipman of the Doris, 
he served with Captain Protheros, Naval 
Brigade, in the South African War, 1899-1900, 
being present at Belmont, Graspan, Médder 
River, Magersfontein, Paardeberg and Drie- 
fontein.

For the defence, Miss Harris, assistant, 
and Mr.’ Byrne gave evidence that they 
would only have cash, transactions with the 
plaintiff. The plaintiff tendered instructions 
for a sale, and the amount received was a 
fair price, having regard to the condition of 
the furniture. 

‘Mr, Byrne admitted that it was not with 
him but with his assistant that the arrange- 
ment was made. 

The judge said that it was a curious case, 
as plaintiff was most vague about the condi- 
tions of the contract, and Mr. Byrne under- 
stood they were made with his assistant. 
He was satisfied that the furniture was re- 
moved for storage and rot for sale; ‘but the 
longer they were stored the more certain was 
a sale, and there being a technical breach 
he gave £1 for breach. The more serious 
question was the sale value received, but the 
law held that the fairest way to arrive at 
value was by a public auction. He added 
£10 to the price received, and gave a decree 
for £33, of which £16 lodged in Court was 
to be paid out in part settlément.

: Developing the Old Parish 
Rivalry.

CORK, Saturdays 

| ENERAL O’DUFFY was the principal 

G speaker at-a meeting which was held 
to-day at the Victoria Hotel, Cork, 

in connection with the Irish athletic revival. 

The Lord Mayor of Cork (Councillor F. 

Daly) presided. 

In opening his speech General O’ Duffy said 
that he had been happy to respond to the 
uw  WMvitation of the 
ee N.A.C.A. to come to 

Cork; for it had been 
at the request of 
Cork that he had 
accepted the Presi- 
dency of the Associa- 
tion. Since then he 
could say that his 
most sanguine expec- 
tations had been 
fulfilled ; not only had 
they been able to 
wipe off a debt of 
£500, but as a result 
; meas of appeals to the 
hm Bass pubhc, they had re-

amounting to £3,500. 
Considering the small number of athletic 
clubs in the country, and the prevailing de- 
pression, this must be regarded as a very 
generous response. 

His present object, he said, was not to 
appeal for funds, but to place the objects 
of the Association before the meeting. Funds 
were certainly needed for organisation, 
training and other purposes, but he felt that 
once the public appreciated their purpose 
the response would come readily enough. 

POSSIBILITIES. 

Ireland had been lying dormant~ too long 
as regards athletics. The country had pro- 
duced magnificent athletes in the past, and 
had to-day as good material as any other 
country, but we were not making sufficient 
use of it. Since the war, other nations had 
been going torward,. while Ireland had. not 

rogressed at all. Germany was spending 
large sums on the encouragement of athletics, 
France had a Miwuister for Sport, and the 
English schools gave almost as much atten- 
tion to it as they did to intellectual education. 
Ireland alone had remained indifferent, but 
he felt that public opinion would be ready 
to respond to a cail. 

As regards their objects, the South of 
Ire:and already had started to move along the 
right lines, by instituting county champion- 
ships in Munster. This was a most important 
step, and he hoped it might lead eventually 
to parish competitions. They wanted to 
develop the old parish rivalry, it was one of 
the finest ways of bringing out native talent. 
Parish competitions should lead to county 
championships, and these, in their turn, would 
lead on to the provincial and national 
championships. The county championships 
should not be occasional big sports meetings 
for crack athletes, but regular events, 
designed to give the local men a chance. 

THE SCHOOLS. 

The question of schools was most important. 
When Irish. athietes compete with other 
countries they are meeting men who have 
taken part in athletics from their childhood 
up, who have started at the age of twelve 
and come with years of training behind them. 
Our men, on the other hand, begin to train 
when they are about twenty, and, naturally, 
find themselves at a Pmbies dc disadvantage. 
It is not fair íor them to have to compete 
under such, conditions, and it is bad for the 
prestige cf the country: li Ireland is to hold 
her own with the other nations it is essential 
for her to enjoy the same conditions. The 
school was the foundation of all athletic train- 
ing. A great many schools were doing very 
useful work in this respect, but they could 
not expect to have unlimited support from 
the Government at present. No Government 
would Le prepared to spend large sums of 
money on a thine before first making sure 
that there was a strong public demand for 
But he could assure them that once this 
demand was msde evident very little would 
be refused. E 

Their main object was to make good 
citizeus. and this was the programme íor 
“which he desired sup i. Apart altogether 
from the question’ ó Abionkt prestige in 
athletics, there was a question of morals. 
Something was needed to ‘contéract the in- 
fluence of the cinema and the dance hall. and 
an athletic revival in Ireland would be a 
great power for good. 

BAN ON POLITICS. 

In conclusion. General O'Duffy asked his 
hearers and all those who wished to associate 
themselves with the movement. to keep 
free from politics Ulterior motives, he said. 
already had been attributed to himself, and 
he would not allow the statement to pass 
unchalienged. If he thought that there were 
any honest grounds for them, he would resign 
jus position, because the movement should be 
free from any political bias.

which was seconded by Mr. Richard Wallace 
Chairman of the Cork Tlarbour Board.

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DANGER OF A GERMAN 
COLLAPSE.

Lord Londonderry referred to the European 
crisis in his address to a Conservative 
demonstration at St. Helens on Saturday. 

The world's danger, he said, was a German 
coliapse. The Communists would welcome it. 
They were out to destrey everything this 
country believed in. If there were not a 
satisfactory end to the deliberations of the 
nations Germany would be driven into the 
hands of the Communists, with consequent 
rebellion, and the country would be torn from 
top to bottom by dissensions. That would 
have a grave repercussion on the whole of 
the civilised world, and it was our duty to 
give all the assistanct we could to prevent 
It, 

Lord Londonderry paid a tribnte to 
President Hoover, and said that the repara- 
tions milestone iad been hanging a dead- 
weight around the necks of the nations for 
thirteen years. ‘The weight had now been 
eased, and President Hoover had given a 
prospect that reparations might be arranged 
in some other way. ‘hat was a respite from 
which results could be expected within the 
next few months.
